Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

On the 29th January 1969, a large gang of hostiles raided 
the village of Monghlam and took away some rifles belong- 
ing to the Village Volunteer Force. A Platoon of 2nd Batta- 
lion of Manipur Rifles under the command of Shri I... Bira 
Singh, Havildar, was deputed to intercept the hostiles and to 
recover the rifles. On the 4th February 1969, information 
was received that the gang was likely to be in village Molkot 
which is situated on a steep hill. Undeterred by its small 
strength and limited fire power, the Platoon proceeded to 
Molkot. On approaching the village, a hostile sentry was 
observed. Shri Bira Singh advanced stealthily towards the 
sentry in order to overpower him. While doing so, he was 
noticed by a girl who screamed. The sentry also became 
alert, but Shri Rira Singh, without caring for his personal 
safety, threw himself on the sentry and overpowered him. 
The other hostiles on hearing the screams of the girl and the 
noise of the scuffle fled into the jungle, leaving behind the 
arms and ammunition which they had carried off. 

In this encounter, Shri L. Bira Singh displayed commenda- 
ble courage and initiative.

On the 28th July, 1964 the villagers of Kathikunl village. 
District Gulabarga, decided to sacrifice a large number of 
animals at Marigamma Temple. A section of the people 
protested against this large-scale sacrifice of animals, which 
was also against the law. Shri Khaja Nizamuddin. along- 
with two Police Constables was deputed to prevent animals 
being sacrificed. Shri Nizamuddin, alongwith the Sub-Tnspec- 
tor of the Police Station, contacted the elders in the village 
and advised them not to kill the animals. But on the 28th 
July, 1964, a big procession converged on the Temple and 
brought with them several buffaloes and goats for the sacrifice. 


In the melee, Shri Nizamuddin was separated from the other 
members of the Police party. In his anxiety to discharge his 
duty, he again appealed to the people not to kill the animals. 
But no one listened to him. On the contrary, there were 
frenzied exhortations from the crowd that they should not 
yield to the Police and the deity must be appeased by offering 
animals as sacrifice. Shri Khaja Nizamuddin was manhandled 
by the people. He tried to load his musket but the crowd 
attacked, and belaboured him with lathis as a result of which 
he received severe injuries and fell down unconscious and 
subsequently succumbed to the injuries. Shri Khaja Niza- 
muddin laid down, his life in the discharge of his duty.

SuBjncr : — The National Board of Adult Education. 

No. F. 1 8- 1/69-SE./.— “Liquidation of mass illiteracy is 
necessary”, says the Government Resolution on National 
Policy on Education, “pot only for promoting participation in 
the working of democratic institutions and for accelerating 
programmes of production, especially in agriculture, but for 
quickening the tempo of national development in general’. 
Accordingly, importance is being given in the Fourth Five 
Year Plan to programmes of adult education, including those 
for the spread of literacy. "Efforts will be made’’, It says, 
“to spread literacy amongst adults through mobilisation of 
voluntary efforts and local community resources. Pilot pro- 
jects will be Initiated in selected districts to begin with and 
the programme will be extended to other areas in the light of 
the experience gained. For the development of the pro- 
gramme, assistance will be sought from industry, from the 
students working under the National Service Scheme, and from 
voluntary organisations who will be assisted financially and 
given technical guidance. The programmes of Farmers’ 
Education and Functional Literacy* in the high-yielding variety 
areas, already mentioned under Agriculture, will be extended 
to 100 districts and will cover one million adult farmer*. 
Adult education will continue to be an integral part of the 
community development programme. The University Depart- 
ments of Adult Education will be helped to take up pilot 
projects, to conduct research and organise extension and 
extra-mural lectures”, 

2. It is necessary to create an organisation at the national 
level to promote, guide and evaluate these programmes. Till* 
subject had been discussed earlier and the National Seminar 
on Liquidation of Illiteracy held at Poona in 1965, recom- 
mended the establishment of a National Board of Adult 
Education. The Education Commission (1964-66) also 
endorsed this recommendation. The Government of India 
have accepted these proposals and have decided to establish 
a National Board of Adult Education. 

3, The Board shall consist of the following members : 

1. The Union Minister of Education & Youth Services. 

Chairman 

2. Secretary, Ministry of Education & Youth Service*. 

3. One representative each of the following Ministries Off 
the Government of India, namely, , 

(a) Information & Broadcasting; 

(b) Food & Agriculture; 

(c) Ministry of Law (Department of Social Wel- 
fare); 

(d) Labour, Employment and Rehabilitation 
(Department of Labour & Employment); 

(e) Health, Family Planning & Urban Development; 

(f) Railways; and 

(g) Steel and Heavy Engineering. 

4. One representative of the Planning Commission; 

5, Ministers of State Governments and Union Territo- 
ries dealing with adult education and the Chief Exe- 
cutive Councillor. Delhi; 
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6. One representative each of University Grants Com- 
mission, Inter-University Board and the Central Social 
Welfare Board; 

7. Not more than 20 persons nominated by the Chair- 
man of the Board to represent educationists, local 
authorities, organisations of industrial workers and 
farmers and voluntary organisations engaged in the 
field of adult education; and 

8. Director, Bureau of Planning & Coordination, Minis- 
try of Education & Youth Services. — Member-Secretary 

4. The terms of office of the members of the Board, other 
than ex-officios shall be three years from the date on which 
its 1st meeting is held. Outgoing members shall be eligible) 
for renomination for another term, 

5. The functions of the Board of Adult Education (which 
will include the spread of literacy and organisation of library 
services would be the following ; — 

(1) To advise the Government of India, the State Gov- 
ernments and the Union Territory Administrations 
on all matters relating to adult education; 

(2) to promote adult education, to draw up policies and 
programmes in these fields and to review their pro- 
gress from time to time; 

(3) to ensure coordination between the different agen- 
cies, official and non-official, working in the field of 
adult education. 

(4) to promote the production of literature and other 
teaching materials for adult education; 

(5) to act as a clearing house of ideas, information and 
experience in the field of adult education and to 
mobilise manpower and resources for promoting 
adult education; 

(6) to promote research, investigation and evaluation In 
adult education; and 

(7) generally to advise, assist or undertake all allied 
activities and programmes as will promote adult 
education. 

6. The Board will set up such committees as may _ be 
necessary for (1) Literacy Programmes, (2) Library Services, 

(3) Production of Literature and Training and (4) Continu- 
ing Education. The composition and terms of reference of 
these committees, which might include co-opted experts in 
the field, will be decided by the Chairman of the Board from 
time to time. 

7. The Board will have a Standing Committee consisting 
of 

(a) The Chairman of the Board; 

(b) Chairman of the Committees of the Board on 
Literacy; Library Services, and Production of Lite- 
rature and Training and Continuing Education; 

(c) Not more than five members of the Board nominat- 
ed by the Chairman; and 

(d) Member-Secretary.

MINISTRY OF IRRIGATION AND POWER 

New Delhi „ the 21th November 1969 
RESOLUTION 

No. EL./l-19(l)/66(.).— The Ministry of Irrigation * 
Power, vide Resolution No. 19(l)/66-EL.ll, dated the 10th 
May, 1966, set up a Committee to evolve sound principle* 
and guidelines for fixation of suitable tariff for intcr-State 
supply of power. The recommendations of the Committee 
were circulated to State Governments and State Electricity 
Boards on 8th lime, 1967 and 26th August, 1967. The re- 
commendations of the Committee are given below ; — 

(1) Inter-State supplies of power may he classified under 
the following categories : 

(a) Long-term power supply for period of three years 
and more; 

(b) Temporary power supply for periods below thre* 
years; 

(c) Seasonal power supply; 

(d) Exchange of power between inter-connected system* 
leading to integrated operation of regional system*; 

(e) "Distress” power supply (i.e., emergent demand* 
resulting from breakdown of generating plant and/or 
transmission facilities etc.); and 

(f) Restricted power supply (peak or off-peak hours). 

(2) Costs of generation and transmission should be work- 
ed out on the principles laid down in the Eighth and the- 
Fifth Schedules to the Electricity (Supply) Act, 1948, res- 
pectively, suitably modified in respect of interest and depre- 
ciation on the lines appropriate to the Boards. 

(3) The cost of inter-State supply should be based on the 
pooled cost of generation (including the cost of power pur- 
chased, if any) and the appropriate cost of transmission of 
the grid from which the selling Board supplies power. 

(4) The tariff for category (a) should be based on the 
cost of supply and also include the 3 per cent profit element. 
(This is because, under category (a), mentioned above, the 
selling Board has to instal the required generating capacity 
and the reserve such capacity for the purchasing Board on * 
long-term basis, and is similar to the cases of power supply 
to a bulk consumer within the area of the selling Board. T» 
cost of supply should, therefore, be taken Into account i* 
full as also 3 per cent profit element for the purposes at 
fixing charges for power supply). 

(5) The tariff for categories (b) to (e) should take into 
account the cost of supply only th6 cost of generation 
and cost o' transmission only and excluding the 3 per c«* 
profit element. 

(6) The tariff for cftlegory (f) should be negotiated by 
the purchasing and selling Boards as the cost of supply dur- 
ing peak hours and off-peak hours may have to be determin- 
ed by the concerned Boards by negotiations. 

(7) Two-part tariff may be adopted in the caw of catego 
ries (a) and (b) and energy charges only may be adopted 
in respect of the other categories. 

(8) If the conditions obtaining in any special case are 
not adequately covered by any of the categories recommended 
by the Committee, the selling and purchasing Boards should 
arrive at a mutually acceptable tariff by negotiation. 

(9) As regards the levy of duty/tax on inter-State power 
supplies, the Government of India may take up the matter 
with the State Governments in the context of the relevant 
provisions of the Constitution. 

(10) These recommendations do not apply ipso facto to 
the purchase or sale of power as between Government 
departments and Corporate bodies on the one hand and the 
State Electricity Boards on the other. 
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2, The recommendations of the Committee were discussed 
at Regional meetings of representatives of State Governments 
and State Electricity Boards on 5th March, 1968 (Northern 
Region), 13th March, 1968 (Eastern Region), 22nd March, 
1968 (Southern Region), 27th March, 1968 (Western Region) 
and 17th April, 1968 (North-Eastern Region). The recom- 
mendations were thereafter discussed at the Conference of 
State Ministers of Irrigation and Power held at Nainital on 
26th and 27th May, 1969. The recommendations of the 
Committee have been accepted with the following modifica- 
tions : — 

(i) In regard to recommendation No. 5, it was decided 
that the following profit element may be included for diffe- 
rent categories : — 

For category (b) — temporary power supply for periods 
below 3 years : — 

(i) Up to 1 year — 1% profit 

(ii) Up to 2 years— 2% profit 

(iii) Up to 3 years — 3% profit 

For category (c) — seasonal supply — i% profit 

For category (d) — exchange of power between inter- 
connected systems leading to integrated operation of 
Regional Systems — 1%. 

For category (e) — distress power supply — no profit ele- 
ment to be included. 

(ii) As regards recommendation No. 9, in respect of levy 
of duty or tax on inter-State sale of power, the general con- 
sensus was that no duty/tax should be levied on inter-State 
sale of power. 

(iii) The following additional recommendation has been 
mode after discussions at Regional levels : — 

“In case of disputes arising out of different interpreta- 
tions and calculations, the same may be referred to the 
Central Electricity Authority whose decision shall bo accep- 
table to both the parties”. 

3. The Government of India have accepted the recommen- 
dations of the Committee and the modifications as indicated 
above and commends the same for acceptance by State Gov- 
eraments/Stato Electricity Boards. The Central Water and 
Power Commission have been directed to assist the State 
Goveraments/State Electricity Boards in fixing suitable tariffs 
for inter-State sale of power in accordance with this Resolu- 
tion.
